ence, .as an ability to persuade 
people to accept your point of 
view. That probably cost

more in the '50's than any oth- 
er failure or any other decision 
or any other action." 


Speaking a few davs later in 


New York City, Mr." Kennedy 
declared: 


"One of the great prob 1 e m s 


which now affects the United 
States, affects our security, af- 
fects our leadership, affects our 
chances of peace, is that the 
United States in recent years, 
rather than giving an image of 
strength and purpose and vital- 
ity, has given an image of 


• reaching middle age and begin- 
ning to fade as an inspiration 
and hope to the people all 
around the globe." 


Senator's Statement 


But Senator J. W. Fulbright, 


chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, said only 
a few days ago virtually the 
same thing about the present ad- 
ministration's foreign policy. 


Mr. Kennedy made several 


speeches in the campaign on 
the meaning of "prestige."

in death rate nukes marriages 
more stable today than they 
were a century ago," said Dr. 
Robert Winch, professor of soci- 
ology at Northwestern Universi- 
y, Old Lawrence College stu- 
dents yesterday in 
Memorial 


Chapel. 


Dr. Winch was the keynote 


speaker on a campus confer- 
ence on sex and marriage. 


In spite of gloomy predictions 


over the disintegration rate of 
marriages, and the consequent 
weakening of the family as the 
building block of society, mar- 
riage in the United States is, on 
the increase. In 1890, 60. per 
cent of the adult population was 
married; in 1960 the proportion 
was 69 per cent. 


At present, the proportion of 


reople who marry is almost ap- 
>roaching the saturation point, 
Dr. Winch noted. It has been 
>rojected that when the living 
children born in 1948 reach the 
age of 19, 97 out of 100 males 
and 98 out of 100 females would 
marry at some time in their 
ives. 


18-Fold Increase 


The rise in 'divorce 
rates 


showed an 18-fold increase from 
i860 to 1946. In the former year, 
here was only one divorce per 
ear per 1,000 marriages. This 
rose to four per 1,000 in 1900, 
o nine per 1,000 in 1940, and 
.8 per 1,000 in 1946. However, 
n the latter year many divorces 
ook place that were "saved 
up" over the war years, and 
since 1946 the-rate has leveled 
off at 9 or 10 per 1,000. 


The 
fairness 
of 
compari- 


son between divorce statistics in 
;he last century and today can 
be questioned by two factors: di- 
vorce statistics in the 19th cen- 
tury were not efficiently report- 
ed, and many marriages were 
dissolved by desertion and thus 
never recorded. "In the 19th 
century it was still possible for 
a man to disappear," Dr. Winch 
noted. 


The rate of dissolution of 


marriages by death, divorce or 
annulment has actually fallen 
from 30 per 1000 in 1860 to 27 
per thousand—a decrease of 
about 10 per cent. 


A high divorce rate is not 


necessarily disruptive 
of the 


'amily system in 1890 had a 
family, Dr. Winch pointed out. 
Japan, which has an extremely 
stable family-system in 1890 hac

rate of 335- per 1000. In _1957, 
Lebanon had 53 divorces per 
thousand, and Jordan had 104.

Once more mother Latin American 


nation has erupted into at least tempor- 
ary civil var and has ousted a lefitimate 
regime. And this time the fault for the 
chaos can be placed in great part upon the 
shoulders of the president who sought 
power through mass appeal. 


Joao "Jango" Goulart was accepted as 


president of Brazil by"& reluctant military 
clique a couple of years ago only after he 
agreed to restrictions upon his authority 
and continuance in office. The military of- 
ficials, particularly in ihe more conserva- 
tive navy^ were still not very happy. Goul- 
srt, with his left wing "leanings, appealed 
to the masses of workers and the landless 
peasants and he promised them every- 
thing. In his efforts to make good his prom- 
ises, he led Brazil down the road to in- 
creasing economic bankruptcy. And the 
poor have suffered along with the rich. 


Goulart personally seemed to be trying 


to imitate Argentina's Peron. He is a weal- 
thy aristocratic landowner but he was not 
suggesting the carving >up of his own 
estates to share Uie wealth. His efforts to 
alleviate the very real misery among thou- 
sands were ineffectual and sporadic. As 
he failed in one area he would put the 
emphasis somewhere else. The result was 
a skyrocketing inflation harmful to every- 
one and a sinking rate of 
economic 


growth. 


The unrest which boiled over this week 


had been simmering for a long time. It hit 
one peak last month when Goulart nation- 
alized oil refineries, cut off discount loans 
from the bank of Brazil to "unfriendly" 
banks, promoted the recognition of the 
Communist party, and sought to change 
the constitution once more so that he could 
succeed himself: It was' no wonder that 
conservatives feared another Castro? In 


reality Goulsrt's highly publiciied "agrar- 
ian reforms" took the shape only of an- 
nouncing the availability of federal lands 
along highways and railroads for the peas- 
ants. The lands had always been so ear- 
marked only there never was enough 
taoney—and there wasn't when Goulart 
'made the announcement either—to devel- 
op the lands for farming. 


Goulart's indecision was 
emphasized 


last week when sailors arid marines joined 
some rioters shouting for food. The rioters 
were jailed but then Goulart announced an 
amnesty for them. The resultant uproar 
from commanding officers caused Goul- 
art to "review" the amnesty. But the mili- 
tary must have decided then and there 
that the dangers of complete anarchy 
were too great to take a chance on 
mediation. 


Putting reforms into effect in Latin 


American countries—or any of the under- 
developed nations—is not a simple mat- 
ter. As Dr. Karl Brandt, Director of the 
Food Research Institute and Professor of 
Economic Policy at Stanford, points out in 
an article in The Conservative 
Papers, 


merely handing out land to the landless 
does not solve a nation's economic woes. 
The large land holdings in many cases are 
the ones contributing to exports and ef- 
ficiency. For real success leaders in these 
countries must have the admittedly re- 
markable ability of attracting the support 
of the poor while at the same time insist- 
ing upon sound policies to encourage eco- 
nomic growth. 


Goulart relied upon his "mandate from 


the people" which was really only rabble 
rousing. He fell back upon left wing ele- 
ments and Communists for support when 
trouble loomed. Brazil is a long way from 
stability and probably further away be- 
cause of Goulart's hectic regime. 


The President and the Law 


There are reports from newsmen and 


secret service agents that on at least two 
occasions over the Easter holiday the car 
driven by President Lyndon Johnson went 
so fast that they were unable to keep up. 
Texas speed limit is 70 miles an hour. The 
reports said that the President was driving 
85 and 90 miles an hour and twice passed 
trucks on hills. 


Arrests for speeding are not considered 


very serious by most Americans. Almost 
everyone has probably at some time 
exceeded the stated speed limit through 
carelessness, inattention or "forgetfulness. 
Others knowingly break 4h"e law in "the 
belief that their driving- Is so ^fbqd it" 
exempts them from restrictions for the 
ordinary man. Still others don't care and 
their only concern is not to get caught. 


And so it may be that we are supposed 


to shrug off these episodes of the Presi- 


A Busy Week 


The United States Supreme Court is 


hearing arguments this week on a number 
of cases which are sure to start more con- 
troversies no matter how they are decided. 


There are two school segregation cases. 


The first concerns the matter of Prince 
Edward County, Virginia, which has been 
in the courts for ten years. There are no 
public schools in Prince Edward County 
as they were closed when told to desegre- 
gate and "private" schools were operated 
\vith grants from the government. A fed- 
eral district judge has ruled that a county 
having no public school denies to county 
residents, both white and Negro, the equal 
protection of the laws* under the 14th 
Amendment. 


The other school case involves the 


Atlanta plan in which public schools are 
desegregated one grade per year. Separate 
school systems continue in the meantime 
and Negroes must apply to transfer to 
white schools. The Justice Department has 
agreed with the 
contention 
of Negro 


leaders that this is token desegregation 
and forces many Negro • children to con- 
tinue in inferior schools for a long time. 


There are also a couple of censorship 


dent as merely an indication that he is an 
ordinary human being like thee and me. 


But there is more at stake here even 


than the fact that the President would 
seem to be risking his life unnecessarily. 
Speeding is the major cause of the con- 
stantly rising toll on our highways.

States casually ignores the speed limits 
like a teen age hot rodder? And this is a 
nonpartisan matter. If former President 
Eisenhower condoned the same thing, he 
was 'equally irresponsible.

The board there- 
upon complied, the executive 
session was held, and a cou- 
ple of reporters left the pro- 
ceedings although the topics 
mentioned held the promise of 
news matter of some signifi- 
cance and public interest. 


LOOP-HOLE 


It must be said here that 


there is no intention to dispar- 
age the good faith or integrity 
of the men who compose this 
board, although the episode 
displayed a certain 
clumsi- 


ness. 


Chairman 
Don Olson and 


the other members of the com- 
mission and Director Thomas 
K. Jordan and his administra- 
tive staff, to this observer's 
certain knowledge, are 
as 


earnestly devoted to demo- 
cratic ideals in such matters 
as any officers of the state 
government. 


Yet the implications of the 


incident are disturbing. Can- 
not this become a flagrant 
loophole in the anti-secrecy 
law, in the hands of men less 
concerned about the 
public 


policy declaration of'this stat- 


ute? Should not the exemption 
for legal consultations be re- 
fined more carefully? As it 
happened, the board took up 
in its executive session sever- 
al subjects of intense puMJe 
concern in some Wisconsin lo- 
calities including the sutpm- 
skm of one of the scheduled 
airline stops at Milwaukee, 
the possibility of an appeal la 
a television tower case, and 
one or two others. But the 
public heard nothing about the 
decisions. The meeting was 
closed. 


George Schwahn, the assist- 


ant attorney general, who waa 
on 
hand to confer on legal 


matters with the board, ex- 
plained that it would be un- 
reasonable to expect him to 
disclose his strategical plans 
in the presence of opposing 
counsel. It was true that the 
private 
attorney who wai 


present and raised the ques- 
tion might have had a private 
and professional concern in 
the deliberations, aside from 
his rights as a citizen. 


REFINE R*ULES 


Yet it would be hard to 


quarrel with his assertion that 
an agency in such a situation 
should make its reasons more 
explicit, if only to provide an 
assurance that the legislative 
exemption was not being used 
as an umbrella to cover cal- 
culated transgressions of the 
spirit and the letter of the 
law. 


It might have been better all 


around, in retrospect, for a 
professional reporter to have 
entered the question, rather 
than a retained lawyer whose 
motives could be challenged. 


Always in these situations 


somebody will ask why the 
newspaper appears more con- 
cerned about these matters 
than others. Actually it has no 
greater rights, 
and 
claims 


none. It has only the rights 
and privileges that the law 
clearly guarantees to the pub- 
lic as a whole. 


But the general public does 


not attend the meetings of the 
hundreds of law and public 
policy-making agencies, state 
and local, and thus the news- 
paper functions as a kind of 
public agent in insisting upon 
free access to information on 
public matters, as well as a 
purveyor of news and informa- 
tion in a commercial sense.
